The figures of births and deaths of India shown 
In this statement for w/c 26th January, 1957 relate to 
201 towns with an estimated population of 27,623 thou- 
sands, Information, about Andhra Pradesh^ Madhya 
Pradesh, and West Bengal could not be included. The 
total number of towns is 318 and their population is 
41,584. Thus 63% of the total pumber of towns 
representing 66 % of the total population is covered 


in this statement. The number of births and deaths 
recorded in these towns were 14,683 and 6,526 
representing birth and death rates of 27*6 and 12-3 
respectively.
